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Vacation Change 



Many student* have recently stated 
their view that the spring vacation at 
MWC in unreasonably short. In recent 
years, it has always begun on a Thursday 
and ended on a Tuesday, therefore spanning 
only one weekend. Many have lUfffSttd 
that a vacation spanning two weekends 
would be |M)s«ible. since would man only 
two more days of classes missed. Students 
would then be able to leave on Saturday 
and return on a Sunday, giving nine days 
of vacation as opposed to the present six. 

Several advantages to this plan have 
bin cited. This extended vacation period 
would make possible travel to greater 
distances than is now feasible for stu- 
dents (For example, trips to Florida, 
NmMU and the like, would he easier to 
make!) The inclusion of two weekends 
instead of just one in the vacation also 
has its special advantages. This plan is 
in use at many other schools, as mast of 
us have found out from the friends wi 
see at home who attend different schools. 
The one-week plan, spanning two week- 
cm is. seems to be a widely accepted one. 
Why can we not incorporate it at MWC? 

Of course we understand that the two 
extra days of classes missed would have 
to he made up somewhere in the calendar. 
I >ne possible place would seem to be at 
the beginnnig of the fall semester, since 
our school year generally starts a little 
later than that of other schools anyway. 
By the time the end of summer arrives, 
most of us are ready to return to school 
and are more or less tired of summer idle- 
iipss. To return to school a couple of days 



earler than usual, therefore, especially 
when most of our friends have already 
left for their schools, would probably be 
agreeable to all. 

When asked about the possibility of this 
plan, a member of the administration 
recently said that some facdlty members 
travel abroad during the summer, and nor- 
mally get back just in time for the start of 
classes, and that this would be hard on 
them. It docs seem, however, that a day or 
two couldn't make much difference to QM 
who has been traveling all summer. 

One other problem which would have 
to be solved is that of freshmen arrivals. 
I'nder the projected plan, classes would 
start on a Tuesday rather than the present 
Thursday. The freshmen, however, have 
always arrived on a Sunday, so that par- 
ents could accompany them to school. In 
onlcr to keep this convenient arrangemtnt, 
perhaps the freshmen could come a whole 
week earlier, thus providing for the entire 
week of orientation which has been dis- 
cussed several times in the past. This is 
entirely a separate problem, of course, but 
one which has a bearing on the vacation 
problem. 

It is evident that several such questionr 
must be ironed out before any vacation 
change can l>e made. The change could not 
go into effect as soon as next year because 
next year's calendar has already been plan- 
ed and published. 

If there is enough student demand for 
such a change, however, the administra- 
tion will torn a committee to study the 
possible solutions.

College Announces 
Tuition Increase 
Effective This Fall 



An increase in student fees at 
Mary Wash ngton College oi the 
Lniversity of Virginia— the lirst 
in three years— will becor* effec- 
tive tor the 1963-64 session which 
begins September 17. 

Fees lor Virginia res dents will 
be upped $65.^ while out-of-state 
students attending the woman's di- 
vision of the Lniversity of Virgin- 
ia will pay an added $125. The 
cost for Virg nians since Septem- 
ber 1961 has totaled $950 for 
board, as well as general, studsnt 
activity, and residential fees. Non- 
residents have paid an additional 
$.')65 for tuition. 

The new rates for the fall term 
announced in the college cata- 



$65 boost in residential fees for 
both in-stale and out-of-state stu- 
dents and an increase of $60 in 
tuition costs lor the out-of-state 
group, T.te overall figure tor ir- 
ginians will be $1,015 and $1,440 
for non-Virginians. Residential 
costs cover room ' rent, laundry, 
and a general med'eal lee. Charg- 
es made by the College do not 
cover the cast ot hooks and sup- 
plies, or a student's personal ex- 
penses. 

In announcing the adjustment 
in the fee schedule. Mary Wash- 
ington College Chancellor. Dr. 
Grellet C. Simpson, indicated that 
such a move was necessitated by 
an anticipated deficit in the Coi-

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Vacation Change 



Many student* have recently staled 
their view that the sluing vacation at. 
MWC is unreasonably short. In recent 
years, it has always begun on a Thursday 
and ended on a Tuesday, therefore spanning 
only one weekend. Many have suggested 
that a vacation spanning two weekends 
would be possible, >ince would man only 
two mure days of clftMtM missed. Students 
would then be able to leave on Saturday 
and return on a Sunday, givinjr nine clays 
Of vacation as opposed to the present llx. 

Several advantajfes to this plan have 
been cited. This extended vacation period 
would make possible travel to greater 
distances than is now feasible for stu- 
dcnK (For example, trips to Florida, 
Nassau and the like, would be easier to 
make:) The inclusion of two weekends 
instead of just one in the vacation also 
has its special advantages. This plan i« 
in ii -e at many other schools, as mo-t of 
Ul ha\e found out from the friends we 
see at home who attend different schools. 
The one-week plan, spanning two week- 
ends, seems to lie a widely accepted one. 
Why can we not incorporate it at MWC? 

Of course we understand that the two 
extra days of clashes missed would have 
to bp made up -omewhere in the calendar. 
One possible place, would seem to be at 
the befinnttig of the fall semester, since 
our school year generally starts a little 
later than that of other schools anyway. 
By the time the end of summer arrives, 
nio-t of us are ready to return to school 
and are more or less tired of summer idle- 
ness. To return to school a couple of days 



eerier than usual, therefore, especially 
when most of our friends have already 
left for their schools, would probably be 
agreeable to all. 

When asked about the possibility of this 
plan, a member of the administration 
recently said that some facdlty members 
tra\el abroad during the summer, and nor- 
mally get back just in time for the stall of 
classes, and that this would be hard on 
them. It does seem, however, that a day or 
two couldn't make much difference to one 
who has been traveling all summer. 

One other problem which would have 
to be solved is that of freshmen arrivals. 
Under the projected plan, classes would 
Mart on a Tuesday rather than the pre-ent 
Thursday. The freshmen, however, have 
Blwayi arrived on a Sunday, so that par- 
ents could accompany them to school, in 

order to keep this convenient aiijuigcmtnt, 

perhapa the freehinen could come a whole 

week earlier, thus providing for the entire 
week of orientation which has been dis- 
cussed several times in the past. This la 
entirely a separate problem, of course, but 
one which has a bearing on the vacation 
problem. 

It is evident that several such question* 
must be ironed out before any vacation 
change can l>e made. The change could not 
go into effect as soon as next year because 
next year's calendar has already been plan- 
ed and published. 

If there is enough student demand for 
such a change, however, the administra- 
tion will form a committee to study the 
possible solutions.
